Another large audience assembled in the 
Theatre Royal, City Hall, on Saturday night, to 
witness the representation by signor Hoflich’s 
Italian Opera Company of Rossini’s attractive 
comic opera “Il Barbiere di siviglia.” The 
performance, as might have been anticipated 
from the cast of characters published in our 
columns, proved one of the greatest successes of 
the scason, the whole of the artistes engaged in 
the representation being in capital voice, and 
thoroughly conversant with the requirements of 
their respective ré/es.

Hing opera troupes succeed far. better with ore 
dinary audiences {n representing comfc sketches 
like “It Barblere” or “ Crispino ¢ la Comare," 
than with heavy Operas of the “La Favorita” 
or “Luerezla Borgia” type, not merely because 
the romantic or classic opera requires higher - 
class vocal ‘and histrionic abilities, and a moro 
extensive and elaborate mise on scene ; but prine « 
cipally on account ofthe lighter and more ate , 
tractive character of the music, and amusing 
plot, being better understocd or at least far 
more appreciated by: mixed audiences generally ~ 
unacquainted with the Iealian tongue. And so 
woalmost invariably find—as was the.case on” 
saturday—that the ‘representations ‘of comic 
operas prove unqualified sutcesscs. ;

. THE dead body of a Chinaman, aged 22, was 
brought to the Civil’ Hospital from shaukiwan 
about half-past two o'clock yesterday morning, 
There’ was a bullet wound on the right breast 
about an inch below the nipple penetrating into 
the lung, and from what we can gather, this was’ 
caused by a shot froma Chinese Custom’s cruiscr, 
A Chinawoman, it is said, reported on saturday 
evening at the Police station in Shaukiwan, that 
a man ‘was lying dead'in a boat which had been 
‘fired into by o Custom’ cruiser, the police, on 
searching, finding the body, Another account 
says that the body was found on the beach about 
three miles beyond shaukiwan, at a place called 
Pak-sau-wan, outside the Lycemoon Pass, and 
nearly opposite the Customs’ Station of Zuttchow, 
which les about two miles and a half across the 
water. ‘The boat in which the deceased was shot 
is supposed to have been engaged in smuggling, 
and itis thought the cruisers fired on her whilst 
attempting to escape to British territory where 
the body was found. However, the particulars 
of the’ affair will come out at the inquest which 
is tobe hold this evening, and shouldit turn out 
that the man was.shot in British waters by.the 
cruisers, on Interesting international question

The 
Russian authorities have dificulty in making a 
stand against the arls of the Chinese, as they are 
not conversant with the nicetics of the Chincsc 
dialect. ‘The Governor has consequenly: tele- 
grahed to st. Petersburg requesting the immediate 
lespatch of officials possessing a competent 
knowledge of the language in order to successfully, 
counteract this propaganda. pees

It appears he remarked to a 
fellow prisoner on Saturday, that he would take 
, care he would not come into gaol again, having 
_ probably then determined to be quit of the 
troubles of life, and, indecd, unfortunate’ man, 
however his conduct may ‘have contributed to 
the result, he had had-his share of them, he 
having been thdn serving his fourth term in 
+ Victoria Gaol, fourteen, twenty-one, and forty- 
two days’ respectively having been his previous 
‘sentences, all, we believe, on that unhappily very 
frequent charge against European seamen at the 
Police Court here, “ rogue and vagabond,” a tech- 
nical phrase implying that they are loafing about 
“ without employment, home, or visible means of 
subsistence. Berry was lastdischarged from gaol 
onthe 26th December, and contrived, in someway, 
to keep out of the hands of the police until lately, 
his Jast commitment for three months having 
becn on thé 3rd'instant, He had been taken up 
on the old charge, apd for begging from door to 
door in Lascar'Row and also from people in the 
strect, being under the influence of liquor, When, 
however, the tenibly depressing circumstances 
ofthe unhappy ‘man’s condition are taken into 
+ account, is it-to. be wondered at that, with his 
Acmiptations and surroundings, he should have
